1 . (Currently amended) A high production method of prenyl alcohol, which comprises 
culturing prenyl alcohol-producing cells belonging to the Saccharomyces g e nera genus in 

a medium with an increas e d a sugar content of 2% to 7% in the presence of at least one member 
selected from the group consisting of soybean oil, fish oil, almond oil and olive oil , and a t e rpene 
in a concentration of about 0.01% or more, to produce and accumulate prenyl alcohol in the cells; 

allowing prenyl alcohol to be secreted from the cells; and 

then collecting prenyl alcohol. 

2. (Currently amended) The method according to claims claim 1, wherein prenyl alcohol is 
at least one member selected from the group consisting of geranylgeraniol, farnesol and 
nerolidol.

5. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the medium further comprises a terpene. 

6. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the medium further comprises a surfactant. 
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
